The  words  ftpectmm  Anal juia  have  eo 
learned  a  sound  that  most  persona  would 
at  once  conclude  that  the  aubj set  was  only 
to  lx?  understood  by  scientific  people,  and 
pass  them  by  as  not  suited  for  the  general 
reader,  but  this  discovery  of  the  present 
generation  has  so  enlarged  our  knowledge 
of  the  universe  that  a  plain  description  of 
what  it  Is,  will  be  read  with  pkaacrw  by 
every  one  not  only  lor  Its  novelty,  but  tor 
Lhe  marvelous  results  that  have  been  reach 
ed  with  the  simplest  instrument  a.  The 
wooden  that  it  has  shown  to  oor  sense  of 
sight  about  regions  of  space  at  enormous 
J  Utances  from  cror  earth  are  the  results  of 
the  l  .bors  of  patient  and  devoted  think' 
era,  dwelling  upon  a  tow  well-known  facts 
of  nature,  the  magician1!  wand  that  has 
ranged  la  order  before  our  eyes,  the  con¬ 
stituent  elements  of  the  sun  and  erven 
swept  the  filed  stars  wit  hi  u  our  knowledge 
is  a  simple  piece  of  gists  Shaped  like  a 
three-cornered  file,  the  prism.  The  view 
of  Light,  now  accepted,  is  that  an  ether 
pervades  all  space  between  the  various 
planets  and  stars,  like  the  sir  that  we  live 
in,  but  vastly  morv  mrified  and  subtle. 

At  all  events,  it  moves  in  undulations  or 
wsves  ss  gny  other  gas  does,  and  these 
waves  cause  vision,  when  they  strike  upon 
the  eye,  as  in  other  cases  waves  of  air  strik¬ 
ing  the  ear  produce  sound.  As  waves  of 
sound  of  diverse  lengths  produce  diverse 
sounds,  so  do  those  of  sight  diverse  colors. 

The  prism  enables  us  to  separate  the 
warn  moving  with  the  same  velocity 
which  are  of  different  lengths*  Those 
having  the  shortest  wsve  length,  on  meet¬ 
ing  the  resistance  of  the  glasibf  the  prism 
art  turned  aside  from  their  direct  course 
more  than  the  longer  ones.  To  try  this,  lei 
a  beam  of  light  into  a  dark  room  through 
a  hole  of  U8  inch  diameter  and  let  this 
beam  pass  through  the  prism*  The  en 
chanter  delays  it  and  releases  it  ao  longer  a 
simple  ray  of  pure  wl  it*  light  but  disclos¬ 
ing  that  its  substance  held  concealed  a 
•erica  of  beauties  that  as  they  struggle  to 
escape  show  s  successive  sisterhood  of  red, 
uraaga,  yellow,  green,  blue  and  Violet, 
beyond  which  some  subtle  ones  escape  in¬ 
visible.  These,  the  actinic  rays,  are  those 
that  photography  captures  and  which 
avenge  themselves  on  unwary  men  in  ns 
strokes.  The  violet  ray  that  appears  at 
one  end  of  the  spectrum ,  as  the  divided 
ray  of  light  is  called  moves  with  800  bil¬ 
lions  of  vibration*  in  one  second,  the  red 
say  with  450  billions,  and  the  others  with 
velocities  between  these  two.  The  lovelj 
violet  that  often  clothes  the  earth  at  sun¬ 
set  moves  with  nearly  twice  the  activity  of 
the  massive  red  rays.  We  cannot  divide 
up  any  one  of  these  colored  ray*  by  pass¬ 
ing  it  alone  through  another  prism,  and 
these  are  therefore  considered  to  be  primi¬ 
tive  colors.  Yet,  as  the  range  of  vibra¬ 
tions  is  unlimited,  there  may  be  Colors 
which  our  sense  of  light  is  not  capable  of 
pa  ceiviug. 

Having  now  a  key  which  unlocks  the 
treasures  of  color,  before  using  it  further 
let  us  examine  the  cause  of  color  is  the 
objects  around  wa  *  step  that  will  imper-

By  placing  a  prism 
dose  to  the  glass  and  then  throwing  a 
beam  of  light  through  14  and  looking  at 
the  spectrum  which  is  mad©  by  it,  between 
the  yellow  and*  Hue  there  will  appear  a 
dark  bfU,  and  any  intense  light,  such  as 
the  electric  resolves  thU  into  a  number  of 
fine  dark  Lines,  tbewirtg  flLt  certain  rays  of 
lighi  are  absorbed  in  posing  through  the 
vapor  of  the  iodine,  Ku*t  other  colored 
vapors  also  cause  similar  dark  lines  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  spectrum,  though  some,  4o 
Tub  power  of  bodies  tq  abseils  light  an*f 
tbetr  power  of  emitting  it  when  heated 
are  similar  to  their  known  power  to  ate 
sorb  and  emit  heat,  of  which  those  bodies 
that  absorb  the  most  have  long  been  known 
to  emit  the  most. 

In  18&0,  Kirchoff  collected  all  previous 
observations  on  this  subject  and  announced 
a  law  from  them  which  is,  that  tbs  power 
of  smlasioti  of  rays  compared  to  that  of 
absorption  i§  the  samefor  aU  bodies  at  the 
same  temperature.  Here  is  a  law  to  which 
all  light  Is  subject  whether  it  reaches  us 
from  the  sun  or  has  been  on  its  journey 
from  the  filed  stats  since  before  the  deluge* 
Unity  of*  force  and  the  reign  of  Law  are 
spread  before  ix&L  and  with  them  we  can 
test  the  operations  of  the  visible  universe* 

We  will  now  exsnune  the  spectrum 
made  by  the  sun  more  carefully  and  use 
instead  of  one  prism  a  collection  of  from 
four  to  nine,  in  order  to  extend  the  spec¬ 
trum.  This  instrument  being  used  with 
the  telescope  and  the  microscope  must  have 
a  name  suited  for  such  scientific  society 
snd  is  introduced  as  the  Bfsctsoscofi. 
The  sun1*  spectrum  when  passed  through 
this  Instrument  shows  not  only  the  colors 
that  are  seen  by  means  of  one  prism,  but  J 
in  addition  a  number  of  black  lines,  which 
always  keep  the  same  position  and  relative 
order.  One  thousand  of  these  lines  have 
been  mapped  by  the  use  of  elaborate  in¬ 
struments  and  the  spectrum  sub  divided 
into  spaces  marked  with  letters  for  refer¬

where  an  eclipse  was  total,  to  make  the  re* 
quired  observations.  One  astronomer  who 
was  shut  up  In  Paris  by  the  Germans,  soar¬ 
ed  sway  with  Ms  apparatus  in  abiloon,  to 
kerp  hi*  engagement  with  the  suu.  What 
wild  Eastern  tale  of  a  magician  rising  in 
kls  fiery  chariot  ever  equalled  this.  But 
the  acute  minds  of  explorers  have  now  de¬ 
vised  several  ways  of  separating  the  sun's 
direct  rays  from  those  of  the  exterior  or 
chromosphere.  The  most  successful  meth¬ 
od  is  that  of  extendi ng  the  spectrum  and 
thus  weakening  its  light,  until  a  point  is 
reached  where  the  stronger  light  of  Use 
chromosphere  is  alone  visible.  The  pa¬ 
tient  observer,  sitting  in  his  room,  can  now 
obsurve  the  Incessant  changes  that  the 
sun  s  vapors  are  undergoing.  It  may  be 
that  unusual  movements  indicate  the  eom- 
meacemeat  of  a  Hydrogen  hurricane,  and 
si  he  gases,  a  column  of  violet  flame  shoots 
upward  to  a  bright  of  70,000  miles,  w 1 1 h  a 
volume  of  gas  so  enormous  that  our  earth 
would  be  tossed  upon  it  like  a  boat  on  a 
wave  of  the  ooaan*  fiomotimas  these  out¬ 
bursts  of  flame  spread  and  widen  at  the 
4qp  to  the  form  of  mushrooms,  or  the  ma¬ 
jestic  and  mighty  volume  msy  slowly  die 
appear,  as  if  the  first  effort  had  exhausted 
the  internal  force  whritt  projected  it  up¬ 
ward  into  space.  These  store*  rn  whi 
and  advance,  they  are  of  various  forms 
and  dimensions,  and  their  fiery  leagues  of 
flame,  wave,  as  if  the  internal  strife  that 
agitates  them,  was  of  forces  *  too  vast  and 
too  intense  for  our  conception,  it  Is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  foresee  what  may  be  the  future 
knowledge  obtained  by  students  in  this 
absorbing  pornot*  and  it  is  with  the  hope 
that  some  may  be  stimulated  to  apply

It  is  well  known  to  our  Christian 
brethren  that  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  has  ever  believed  that  all  war  is 
entirely  forbidden  by  the  Gospel,  and  that, 
in  accordance  with  that  belief,  its  mem¬ 
bers  hare,  as  a  rule,  refrained  from  taking 
any  part  in  carnal  warfare ;  and  for  refus- 


dred  of  these,  observed  that  two  ol  them, 
which  he  marked  D,  occupied  the  same 
space  in  the  spectrum  as  did  the  two 
bright  Hoes  made  by  sodium.
